New British Imperial Fiag- 

London, Feb. 10.—At last an ensign 
which shal! adequately recresent Great 
Britain both at home aad beyond the 
seas seems assured. 

The King has received with favor 
the suggestion that a new flag was 
needed to keep pace with the growing 
empire, and a finished design for the 
same will be suvmitted to His Majes- 


ty next week. 

Mr. C. D. Bennett, the cousin of a 
distinguished colonial govetirgor, has 
been eatrusted with the responsibility 
of preparing this design. He has suc- 
ceeded in giving colonial possessions 
full representation, without sacrificing 
the chief feature of the old flag—the 
cross of St. George—which is in itself 
a familiar emblem of England’s power 
in every quarter of the globe. 

The following is a description of the 
new empire flag, given officially; 

On an absolutely white ground is 
embroidered a golden sun, typical of 
a@ race on whose dominiors the sun 
never sets, shining on a large _ red 
cross of St. George, representing, of 
course, the empire at bome. In the 
left band corner is an Imreria! crown 
the sign of one great empire embrac- 
ing all creeds, tolerating ail beliefs, 
but under one great Imperial idea. 
Underneath the crown, on a_ blues 
scroll, is inscribed the Lalir rendering 
of the motto; “The Empire en which 
the sun never sets,” which is the 
ptoudest boas! of every Englishman; 

“Imperium cai nullus 
Solis occasus.” 

In the right hand top corner of the 
flag will %e placed the particular de- 
vice representative of the empire be- 
yond the sea, For instance, the flag 
to be used in India will contain the 
Star of India in the right hand top 
corner. . ‘ 

The flag as used in Australia will 
contain instea+ the device of the new 
Commonwealth, while the Canadian 
and other colonial governments will 
add to the design their own badge, 
for use on all “empire flags” in that 
particular part of the world. 

This design has been warmly com- 
mended by several persons high in au- 
thority to whom it has been exhihit- 
ed. It now remains for His Majesty 
to place the final seal of approval. 

Should it be approved by His Mas 
jesty, the new design will become “of- 
ficial’ without delay. 

When the Prince and Princess of 
Wales started on their tour, nearly a 
Yeakl ago, they were eslecially int- 
tfructed to note the qolonial qdpin- 
jon, on the subject, whether a new 
flag was desired and what each col- 

ny expected. 

Everywhere the answer was the 
same; “Give us a new flag.” When 
the popular verdict was reported to 
the Kinz, His Majesty at once signi- 
fied a desire to have a proper design 
prepared.

The Lisgar Election. 

Free Press, Feb. 19.—As the result of 
the election in Lisgar Mr. D. A. Siew- 
art, the nominee of the liberal party, 
will go to Ottawa to give an inde- 
pendect support to the government of 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier. Mr. Stewari will 
poll nearly 3,400 votes.

The election of the liberal candi- 
date was conceded by those that knew 
the constituency. The liberal organ- 
izers estimated Stewart’s m4 jority 
would be 850. Toombs, however, was 
expected to make a stronger run than 
he) did, and his small vote is not only 
a terrific blow at the provincial gov- 
ernment, but also showed that many 
of the conservatives who were di- 
rected to support Richardson in 1909 
still voted for him this election. 

The election pretty well eliminates 
R, L. Richardson as a political fac- 
tor in Manitoba. He made _ the 
fight of his life to be elected. and fhe 
result is that he polled 1,206 votes jess 
than he did on Nov. 7, 1900. The 
liberal vote on the contrary, in spite 
of the fact that there were three in 
the field was nearly ca couple of 
hundred votes stronger than in the 
last election. 


The series of meetings held by Hon. 
Clifford Sifton and Mr. Stewart. at 
which the other two candidates spoke, 
were splendidly successful as proven 
by the results, The minister of the 
interior delivered twelve Speeches in 
the constituency, and many of the 
places he spoke at were supposed to 
be Richardson’s strongholds. In these 
twelve towns the liberals gained ma- 
Jorities in rine and the majority 
against Stewart in the other three 
was small, being in each case a close 
second. i

Montreal, Feb. 10.—The following 
circular was issued by Sir RThomas 
G. Shaughnessy, president of the Can- 
adian Pacific Railway Company, to the 
shareholders after the board meeting 
to-day; 

To the shareholders—The extrgordin- 
ary expansion of the company’s busi- 
ness during the past six or seven years 
and the apparent certainty that the 
volume will continue to increase year 
by year renders it essential that the 
company, with th eleast possible delay, 
provide such additional rolling stock 
and other facilities as may be required 
for the prompt and efficient handling 
of its traffic. as 

The gradients and alignment on the 
busy sections of the system should be 
substantially improved, so that the 
large and increasing tonnage may be 
moved with the economy requisite for 
the best results. 

In view of the present and pros- 
pective net earnings of the company 
the directors feel justified in proposing 
that the money required for these pur- 
poses be secured by an issue of or- 
cinary capital shares, rather than by 
other means, and, therefore, they re- 
commend that the ordinary share of 
capital be increased by $19,500,000. 

The directors consider that it is due 
to the shareholders of the - common 
stock that they should be given the 
privilege of subscribing for the new 
stock at par, in the proportion of 
thirty per cent,’of their respective 
holdings of the outstanding common 
shares on the closing of the books in 
London, Tuesday, February 16, and in 
New York and Montreal, Monday, 
March 3, 1902, and a resolution. to that 
effect wili be submitted to the Share- 
holders for their approval. :

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Lord Dufferin. 

Mail and Empire, February 13th.— 
For the painful news of this morn- 
ing, that Lord Dufferinin no more, the 
public mind has been prepared by the 
reports received during the past few 
weeks from Clandeboye. While, there- 
fore, the announcement will bring sor- 
row to Canadian hearts, it does not 
come. as a shock. The tide of life has 
been ebbing and it is the expected that 
has happened. Throughout Britain and 
Greater Britain there will be mourn- 
ing for the statesman and diplomat 
whose great career is closed. There 
will be sorrow not alone because he 
was brilliant, eloquent, talented, and 
trustworthy, but because he contribut- 
ed these splendid qualities to the cause 
of the empire and of the sovereign 
who rules over it. By the Dominion 
the loss will be especiaiiy felt, for Lord 
Dufferin was regarded here with feel- 
ings warmer than those which have 
been extended to any other governor, 
popular and worthy asthe various re- 
Fresentatives of the sovereign have 
been. Lord Dufferin came to Canada 
at a turning point in our history. We 
had accomplished confederatien, and 
the great question that was disturbing 
the people was “What next?” Some 
regarded confederation as the first 
step to a new alliance different to 
that hitherto enjoyed. Others viewed 
it as the initial move towards the in- 
dependence which some Imperial sta- 
tesmen had told us we were quite wel- 
come to take. Others again hipped 
that it meant a strengthening of the 
union with the empire. This last was 
the view of Sir John Macdonald. In 
the midst of the discussion Lord Duf- 
ferim appeared; Betiore comgng, Ihe 
declared that it was his desire to ce- 
ment Imperial union, and he set about 
the work ir a marvelously clever way. 
He combatted no prevailing theory as 
to our future, but seized upon the best 
points in all the suggestions that had 
been advanced, and showed that these 
advantages were to be experienced to 
the full under the British crown. An- 
nexation, hinted at by some, was 
pointed to as a desire for democratic 
institutions. But where, asked Lord 
Dufferin, were such institutions enjoy- 
ed more fully than under that wonder- 
ful product of the intelligence of ages 
the British constilution? The Ameri- 
can, system elected a king irresponsi- 
ble for four years. The Canadian sys- 
tem elected a government answerable 
to the parliament and the people, and 
eubject to dismissal whenever it failed 
to carry cut the popular will. Inde- 
pendence—he preferred this to servil- 
ity and loss of national self-respect— 
but what independence could be better 
than that which gave us self-govern- 
ment, and made us an associate nation 
with Pritain, participating in all her 
traditions and working out our des- 
tiny in affectionate alliance with her? 
And so the doctrine of freedom, within 
the empire was taught in language 
that was sublime, until it became the 
universally accepted view of the Cana- 
dian people. Lord Dufferin was thus 
essentially a leader of cublic thought 
in Canada, and he led in a direction 
that made for the welfare of the coun- 
try and the unity of the empire. There 
can be no doubt that the fascination fof 
his eloquence contributed to the suc- 
cess of his mission. Other men might 
have said much the same thing;. but 
few, could have said it so well or‘have 
made so lasting an impression. ‘in 
other tines of effort Lerd Dufferin was 
powerful. He contributed to the best 
phases of life in Canada, and elevated 
all interests that experienced his

AGRICULTURAL INSTITUTE MEETING. 
Communicated 

Realising the importance of dis- 
Seminating information and instruc- 
tion for the benefit of the farmers, 
the Territorial department of agri- 
culture has undertaken an elaborate 
series of meetings to be held under the 
auspices of the various agricultural 
Bocieties which will be addressed by 
expert agriculturists and authorities 
upon the various departments of augri- 
cultural work. ‘These meetings will] 


be held throughout the country dur- ; 


ing March, and it is hoped that the 
farmers and olhers interested in im- 
proved methods of agriculture and 
animal husbandry will take hold and 
make the meetings a success. 

In a comparatively new country like 
this, the conditions have to be care- 
fully _siudied to determine ‘the 
best methods to adopt. The average 
farmer has not the time, the incliaa- 
tion for the facilities for doing this 
work, but the algricultajral colleges 
and experimental stations, established 
by the government, are doing it for 
him: and the resulis of their labors 
will be made known at these meetings. 
Every up-to-date farmer, « should 
therefore attend and keep abreast of 
the times, for he will no dowbt obtain 
pointers which might take years of 
hard work to discover for himself. In
